Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended June 18, 1904, correspond to an annual rate of 17 per 
1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,726,236. The lowest 
rate of mortality was recorded in Leith, viz, 9.7, and the highest in 
Perth, viz, 20 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths registered 
from all causes was 563, including diphtheria 4, measles 14, scarlet 
fever 2, smallpox 3, and 21 from whooping cough. 

Java — Batavia. — Two weeks ended May 28, 1904. Estimated popu- 
lation, 160,000. Total number of deaths not reported. No deaths 
from contagious diseases reported. 

Spain — Barcelona. — Ten days ended June 20, 1904. Estimated 
population, 600,000. Total number of deaths, 315, including diph- 
theria 2, enteric fever 3, measles 5, whooping cough 3, smallpox 6, and 
22 from tuberculosis. 

Switzerland. — Reports for the two weeks ended May 28, 1904, 
from 18 cities and towns having an aggregate population of 808,000, 
show a total of 547 deaths, including diphtheria 5, measles 10, scarlet 
fever 4, whooping cough 15, and 81 from tuberculosis.
